REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Bohnen et al. (WO 99/40129, its family US 6,482,902) discloses a process of 
preparation of a catalyst solid, wherein the catalyst composition is substantially the 
same as the instant claims when one considers that the combination of the 
organometallic compound represented by formula (V) of component (B) and the active 
hydrogen-containing organic compound represented by formula (VI) of component (C) 
of the instant claims corresponds to component (d) of '902 of col. 2, lines 35-54 and 
Examples 1-4 of '902 (col. 2, line 14 to col. 3, line 16; col. 3, line 41 to col. 5, line 31; 
and Examples 1-4, 6, 8, 1 1 , 13, and 17-25). It is noted that '902 does not expressly 
disclose of combining all of the catalyst components without any isolation of an 
intermediate . As a matter of fact, Bohnen expressly teach that the preparation of the 
modified support material suspension by reacting the support with organometallic 
compound (V), Lewis base (I) and organoboroaluminum compound (II) in an organic 
solvent, the reaction mixture is then filtered and washed with the organic solvent and 
dried to provide the modified support material, wherein the reaction product (cocatalyst) 
of (V), (I) and (II) is a compound capable of forming metallocenium ions and is 
covalentlv fixed to the support material (col. 27, lines 29-51). Apparently, it is necessary 
to filter and wash Bohnen's modified support material to remove the cocatalyst which is 
not covalently fixed to the support material, i.e., Bohnen teaches away from the catalyst 
preparation process of the instant claims which exclude any isolation of an intermediate. 
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Therefore, the instant claims are deemed to be novel and nonobvious over the cited 
prior art.
